Yuan at Last Publishes the 
Abdication Edict. 


Two children are dead, another Is 
dying and the five other members of 
the family of John Lewis, of 170S Oak­ 
land avenue, Atlantic City, are seri­ 
ously ill after they had eaten oatmeal 
and milk at breakfast. 


Coroner 
Taggart 
and 
Detective 
Thorpe are trying to determine the 
cause of the tragedy. 


Elmer Lewis, three years old, died 
In the City hospital; 
Ruth 
Emma 
Lewis succumbed two hours later, and 
Winfield Lewis, fifteen years old, is 
critically ill, with the physicians fight­ 
ing hard to save him. 
Three other 
children and the mother and father 
are under the care of a physician, but 
will recover. 


John Lewis, the father, is employed 
as a rolling 
chair 
pusher on the 
boardwalk. Oatmeal cooked earlier in 
the morning was served. On it milk 
let over from the night before was 
poured. The two younger children and 
Winfield partook liberally of the oat­ 
meal. 


Two hours later Elmer suffered in­ 
tense pain and fell to the floor ill. A 
few minutes later Ruth was stricken, 
and while the frantic mother shouted 
for help she herself was taken 111. 
When help arrived the entire family, 
with the exception of the father, who 
had gone out to work, was found ill 
In the house. 


ACCEPT 
NEW GOVERNMENT 


HAVEN’T SPOKEN FOR YEARS 


John D. Rockefeller and Brother Frank 
Not on Good Terms. 


“How much does your brother, John 
D., pay his chauffeur?” an atorne.v 
asked Frank Rockefeller in the muni 
cipal court in Cleveland, O. 


“I don't know,” answered Mr. Rock 
efeller. “He and I have not spoken to 
each other for twelve years.” 


Mr. Rockefeller 
had apepared iv 
court to fight a suit for $G3 brought 
by his chauffeur. The defendant was1 
testifying 
that 
twenty 
automobil« 
owners in his family paid their chauf 
feurs only $60 a month, when the at 
torney interrupted with his question. 


The chauffeur got a judgment for 
$44.20, and Mr. Rockefeller announced 
that he would appeal. 


After three centuries of absolute 
rule the Manchu dynasty yielded up 
its power and abdicated the throne or 
China in favor of a representative 
form of government. 


This was proclaimed In three simul­ 
taneous edicts, the first announcing 
abdication, the second declaring the 
throne accepted the republic, while the 
third approved all the conditions that 
had been agreed 
upon by Premier 
Yuan Shi Ivai and the republicans. 


This edict, approving of all the con­ 
ditions agreed upon between Yuan Shi 
Kai and the republican 
representa­ 
tives, created much astonishment. 
It 
has been expected that the Manchus 
would demand conditions which would 
•afeguard many of their privileges, 
but according to the proplamation, the 
surrender is unconditional. 


The third edict informed the vice­ 
roys and provincial governors of the 
retirement of the throne from politi­ 
cal power and instructed them to con 
tinue doing their duty and to preserve 
order throughout the land. It declared 
that the step taken by the throne 
was in order to meet the wishes of 
the people. 


The 
Mongolian princes, who have 
been leaders in the anti-abdication agi­ 
tation at the court, have cabled to 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, insisting that unless 
Yuan Shi Kai gets the presidency they 
will consider themselves entitled to 
take further measures against the es­ 
tablishment of the republic. 


The 
imperialist 
army» under the 
command of General 
Chang 
Hsun, 
which has been in contact with the 
Republican troops for some days, was 
routed with serious loss by the Re­ 
publicans in the neighborhood of Su 
Chow An, in the province of Anhwei. 


According to accounts the Republi­ 
can troops mined the ground In front 
of 
their 
entrenchments. 
Then, 
by 
feinting a retreat, they inveigled the 
imperialists into following them over 
the mined ground, and when a largo 
body of them was assembled the Re* 
publicans exploded the mines. 
The 
Imperialist army sustained heavy cas­ 
ualties and lost many of their field 
gun«. General Chang Hsun. Uioir com 
mar der, took refuge in a railroad car 
*md escaped toward Su Chow Fu. 


Mystery In Girl's Death. 


Following the deathbed declarations 
of May Hailey, a telephone opera:or, 
sixteen years of age, of Mount Pleas­ 
ant, Pa., Coroner H. A. McMurray's 
deputies and state troopers are search­ 
ing for James Keller, aged fifty years, 
a wealthy world-wide traveler. 


Miss Hailey died Thursday under 
conditions 
suggestive of 
foul plr.y. 
Her arms and body were bruised ami 
a half dozen deep abrasions showed 
where the skin 
had been 
scraped 
away as in in a desperate struggle. 
The girl's lips also were swollen and 
discolored and her chin 
and 
neck 
showed deep red spots. 


These marks, it is declared, showed 
evidence of a struggle, of which the 
dying 
girl, according to her 
sister, 
Hazel, raved in connection with Kel­ 
ler’s name, but it is generally believ­ 
ed her death was due, primarily to 
poison, either personally or otherwise 
administered. 


Anent this phase of the tragedy, 
Coroner McMurray . admits symptoms 
of poisoning were discovered. The 
coroner 
declared that "certain evi* 
dence” makes It apparent that girl did 
not take the poison, whatever its na­ 
ture, of her own volition, He admits 
be is seeking Keller.

"He and I have not spoken to 
each other for twelve years,"

After three centuries of 
absolute 
rule the Manchu dynasty yielded up 
its power and abdicated the throne or 
China in favor of 
a 
representative 
form of government. 


This was proclaimed in three simul- 
taneous edicts, the 
first 
announcing 
abdication, the second declaring the 
throne accepted the republic, while the 
third approved all the conditions that 
had been agreed 
upon by Premier 
Yuan Shi Kai and the republicans. 


This edict, approving of all the con- 
ditions agreed upon between Yuan Shi 
Kal and the republican 
representa- 
tives, created much astonishment. 
It 
has been expected that the Manchus 
would demand conditions which would 
safeguard many of their 
privileges, 
but according to the proplamatlon, the 
surrender is unconditional. 


The third edict informed tho vice- 
roys and provincial governors of the 
retirement of the throne from politi- 
cal power and Instructed them to con- 
tinue doing their duty and to preserve 
order throughout the land. It declared 
that the &tep taken by the 
throne 
was In order to meet the wishes of 
the people. 


The 
Mongolian princes, who have 
been leaders in the anti-abdication agi- 
tation at the court, have cabled to 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, Insisting that unless 
Yuan Shi Kai gets the presidency they 
will consider themselves entitled to 
take further measures against the es- 
tablishment of the republic.
